“If 
I don’t make good, I’ll have only 
Mrs. Reagan’s little boy Ronald 
to blame. In the first part I was 
given to do, in “Love Is on the 
Air,” I was practically playing 
myself—a radio announcer. It was 
a natural set-up. Although it was 
harder work than my radio job, 
I didn’t feel I was in a picture 
when I had that old mike in front 
of me. 

“And in this picture, while I’m 
only a private in the movie army, 
I love horses so much that I 
joined a reserve cavalry outfit 
back in Iowa so that I could get 
out and ride with the troops, if 
only on Sunday. And here I am 
in my second part in pictures, 
supposed to be so in love with my 
horse, “The Sarge,’ that I trans- 
fer from the artillery when my 
discharge is about up and re-en- 
list in the cavalry because they’ve 
transferred my mount.” 


When asked how he liked being 
in pictures, he became a. little 
serious as he replied: “Like them? 
I only hope that Mr. and Mrs. 
Public will like me as well as I 
like being in pictures.

Among cavalrymen the world over there’s a 
legend—or maybe it’s a true story—about a 
service horse that was branded “I.C.” (inspected 
and condemned), turned out of the troop, trained 
by its veteran mount, then made into a steeple- 
chase racer that goes on to win the Grand 
National in England. 


True or legendary, the story has been made 
by Warner Bros. into an altogether delightful 
movie called ‘Sergeant Murphy.”

Officially audience-tested and approved is Warner Bros. melo- 
drama, “Sergeant Murphy.” This is the story of an Army horse, 
directed by B. Reeves (‘‘Breezy’’) Eason, under the supervision 
of U. S. Army officers, featuring Ronald Reagan and Mary

At the Presidio of Monterey, 
California, while scenes of cavalry 
and artillery maneuvers were be- 
ing filmed, a critical audience of 
officers and men watched every 
move made by Eason, who was the 
director of the charge in “The 
Charge of the Light Brigade.”

While a platoon of movie rookies 
were being drilled by an officer in 
cavalry routine, a veteran ser- 
geant, becoming indignant when a 
slight detail was overlooked — he 
unable to correct it or interfere— 
was overheard to remark in typical 
top-sergeant language: 

“Why that so and so, letting 
them take pictures and the men at 
attention with their reins in their 
right hand!—Doesn’t he know 
reins should be held in the left 
hand with the right arm full 
length at a man’s side? Let me in 
there, I'll show them!” He did. 

Pertaining to the artillery, an- 
other: error was recorded and 
criticized. At battery practice, the 
range finding officer, only, sights 
the target through the telescope; 
other officers and observers watch 
results through field — glasses. 
Through an oversight on the part 
of the supervising officer, a movie 
Major operated the “scope” which 
greatly annoyed the men on the 
sidelines. The procedure’ was 
changed. 

This critical, and official audi- 
ence agree, however, that “Sergeant 
Murphy” is a swell picture and 
are enthusiastic in their praise of 
the director, “Breezy” Eason and 
the players headed by Ronald 
Reagan as Denis Murphy a buck 
private, and Mary Maguire.

Donald Crisp, in his role 
of a Colonel for Warner
